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“Ghe Resurrection of Ghrist 


Introduction: Through atheistic 
teachers many strange and weir: 
theories are advanced now-a-days, 
concerning the resurrection of Je- 
sus Christ. However, to the Chris- 
tian it is as it has always been; 
the pull-motor of the Christian re- 
ligion: the prima facie evidence 
and hope of eternal life. 

The Resurrection Foretold 

Text: He is not here, for he is 
risen, as he said, Matt. 28:6. Chr’st 
had foretold His resurrection at 
many different intervals. When 
questioned by the scribes and 
Pharisees for a sign, Jesus answer- 
ed them prophetically in the fol- 
lowing manner. “For as Jonas was 
three days and nights in the 
whale’s belly; so shall the Son of 
man be three days and nghts in 
the heart of the earth.” Matt. 12: 
40. The prophets had foretold of 
his coming as a Savior into the 
world. They had sufficient reason 
to believe that Jesus was Christ. 
However, He would re-affirm their 
faith, both in the supernatural and 
in hope of eternal life; by referring 
unto His resurrection attesting its 
assurance by the sign of Jonas the 
prophet, an event ent'rely familiar 
unto any orthodox Jew. 

The Transfiguration a Foreview of 
The Resurrecticn 

The transfiguration of Christ be- 
fore His disciples, on the mount, 
was itself a divine manifestation 
and foreview of the resurrection. 
This fact was attested by the pres- 
ence of Moses and Elias, who were 
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present and talked with Him. Our 
Lord as He appeared in a state of 
tranquil glory, carried His disciples 
beyond the power of death and the 
grave and presented Christ shroud- 
ed in the glory of His coming king- 
dom. The presence of Moses and 
Elias, likewise certified the testi- 
mony of Christ and the prophets 
who had borne witness unto the 
truth of the resurrection. Here 
Christ charged His d‘sciples_ to 
“Tell the vision to no man, until 
the Son of man be risen again from 
the dead.”’ Matt. 17:9. He had pre- 
viously discussed the crucifix’on 
and resurrection with His disciples. 
as is mentioned in chapter 16:21, 
which was followed by new and di- 
vine evidence by the transfigura- 


tion which took place six days 
later: For further references see 
Matt. 17:23; 20:19. 


The Evidence of the Resurrecticn 

Not only did the Jews have the 
voice of the prophets concerning 
this outstanding occurrence, but 
they had the witness of the dis- 
ciples who saw Him after He had 
risen from the dead, unto “whom 
he also shewed himself alive * * * 
by many infallible proofs being 
seen of them forty days, and 
speaking of the things pertaining 
to the kingdom of God.” Acts 1:3. 
After He arose He appeared first 
unto Mary at the sepulcher, John 
20:13. He appeared the same day 


unto two of them as they walked 
to the village of Emmaus (Luke 
24:13-18). He later appeared unto 
His disciples in the evening, it “bo- 
ing the first day of the week, when 
the door was shut where the dis- 
ciples were assembled for fear of 
the Jews,” John 20:19. He also 
mit His disciples by appointment 
in the mountain in Galilee, Matt. 
28:7, 16. 

They had the testimony of th» 
angel who had first told them that 
“He was risen from the dead.” 
They had seen the angel and talk- 
ed with him. They had beheld the 
empty tomb, with the stone rolled 
away, the linen clothes lying, etc. 
They knew it to be a fact, and so 
treated it and acted on it as fact. 
With unshaken faith and the satis- 
faction of knowing it to be true 
they preached Christ and the res- 
urrection from the dead. Such a 
message was in harmony with the 
message of the prophets who had 
spoken before them. It was in har- 
mony with other divine evidence 
and occurrences. Elisha had raised 
the widow’s dead son to life again, 
2 Kings 4:32-37. While burying a 
man, forced to act hurriedly, those 
who had charge of the task “cast 
the man into the sepulchre of 
Elisha: and when the man was let 
down, and touched the bones of 
Elisha, he revived, and stood upon 
his feet,” 2 Kings 13:21. See also 
chapter 8:5. Jesus had raised to life 
again the little daughter of Jairus.

venting new methods of covering 
themselves up so that the sexes 
can continue to lure one another. 
The more cultured the society, the 
more absorbed it becomes in decid- 
ing what the well dressed man and 
woman will wear.” 


If the people of the world are go- 
ing to bow down before the Sex 
Molech and the goddess of fashion 
nothing can stop them, but when 
so-called Christians have in them 
the love of the world and the 
things of the world and the desire 
to imitate the ways of the world, 
the love of the Father is not in 
them. 1 John 2:15. The worldlings 
led in bobbing their hair, then 
apostate Christians bobbed theirs. 
Worldlings bobbed . their skirts, 
apostate Christians did likewise. 
Worldlings dressed to attract at- 
tention to their bodies, apostate 
Christians followed suit. If time 
goes on apostate Christians will 
feel at liberty to go naked as the 
Nudists are now doing and will see 
no more harm in that than they 
have seen in the other’ steps to- 
ward world conformity which they 
have taken. Faithful preachers who 
soberly hold up the Bible stand- 
ards of life and who denounce 
modern trends as indecent and im- 
moral are accused of, ‘thinking 
evil,’ and, ‘intruding into fields not 
covered in the Gospel.’

the ruler of the synagogue, Matt. 
9:18. To satisfy the aching heart of 
a bereaved mother who had lost 
her only son, He had broken up a 
funeral march by raising her son 
to life again, Luke 7:11-15. One of 
the last miracles wrought by 
Christ was the raising of Lazarus 
from the dead. These things as St. 
Paul has said “were not done in a 
corner;” the Jews were all aware 
of the truthfulness of these occur- 
rences. John 11:36-46. They had 
the testimony of the guards who 
were watching at His tomb when 
the angel descended and rolled 
back the stone that liberated 
Christ. These soldiers had “quaked 
in fear of him.” They were later 
paid a large sum of money to tell 
falsehood concerning the whole af- 
fair. The priests were aware of the 
fact of the resurrection but tried to 
smother it out with a lie, anda 

piece of money, Matt. 28:13. 

The Witness of Nature 
All the laws of nature testify the 
fact of the resurrection. Every 
swelling bud of the tiny plant, put- 
ting forth leaves of the shrub or 
the tree attests the fact of the 
resurrection, Job 14:7. The truth 
of the gospel is evidenced in na- 
ture as it is through divine revela- 
tion from the God of nature. The 
tiny seed or grain of wheat has 
within it the seed germ of a new 
creation. Jesus Himself referred 
unto this fact when He spake of 
His own resurrection, and the pur- 
pose of His death. He was asa 
“corn of wheat” which fell into the 
ground, that it might not abide 
alone; but that there might be a 
crop and a reaping of the harvest 
of the resurrection from the dead. 
Out from the dead he was the first 
born, Col. 1:18; Rev. 1:5.The Apos- 
tle Paul used a like analogy of the 
resurrection of the dead; and in- 
fers that it is in harmony with the 
laws of nature, 1 Cor. 15:35-38. 
The feast of the first-fruits men- 
tioned in Lev. 23:9-14, carried with 
it just such a meaning. As the first- 
fruit of the resurrection Christ be- 
came a “quickening or living Spir- 
it” that He might quicken and 
raise us up to life again. The flow- 
er of the plant, of the shrub, of the 
tree or the many beautiful unfold- 
ing petals of bloom within the 
flower garden, bears witness and 
evidence of the glory that follows 
the resurrection of Christ and His 


creation. After the quickening 
showers of rain, and the beaming 
sun rays upon the plant or vege- 
table kingdom there comes a res- 
urrection of nature, coinciding 
with the purpose and promise of 
God unto His entire creation. As 
the flower or bloom is evidence ot 
an advanced stage of the resurrec- 
tion of life in the vegetable king- 
dom, even sO we are _ promised 
something more than simply life 
after death. We have the promise 
of a life in glory with our heavenly 
Master. Nor does it stop at that, it 
is not a mere raising to life again, 
nor yet toa life of glory with 
Christ; but there follows a period 
of fruit bearing beyond the stage 
of the bloom or glory. There will 
be a continuation of that creation 
itself, wherein there shall be “glory 
in the church, and in Christ Jesus 
in or into all the generations of the 
age of ages” (literal) Eph. 3:21. 
The Miracle of the Resurrection 
That the resurrection was the 
most outstanding miracle of the 
ages is everywhere evidenced. Yet 
it is in harmony with the progres- 
sive witness and revelation of the 
Holy Scriptures which alone tell us 
about the resurrection of the dead. 
God always has been and always 
will be a miracle-working God. He 
is able to accomplish that which is 
entirely miraculous, and does 
therefore so work and act in the 
power of miracle. There is not a 
hard hearted infidel but who is in 
some way touched with the death 
of a loved one, who by reason of 
the tie of human nature is dear 
and precious unto him, but who 
would himself if he were able re- 
create or raise his loved one from 
the dead. His very nature demands 
that he do it if he were able. His 
very heart would pride itself in be- 
ing able to do what would be the 
desire of the heart of every infidel 
regarding the death of their loved 
ones. They would each joyously 
break the power of death to satisfy 
the desires of their own heart. 
However, when we turn to the 
resurrection of Jesus, they would 
deny the fact or possibility of God 
who is able to do so, and who has 
by reason of His tie of love brok- 
en the power of death. They not 
only deny the fact of it, and the 
ability of God to do it, but they 
particularly despise and blame God 
for doing just what every infidel 
would do to satisfy the desires of 
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his own heart if he were able. The 
power behind the miracle of the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead, as well as that of the 
saints of all ages, is love. It is love 
reaching out in the power of its 
own strength to accomplish the 
desire of its own purpose. It is love 
liberating its desired object from 
the bondage of death. “Love is 
strong as death.” “Many waters 
cannot quench love, neither can 
the floods drown it,” S. of S. 8:6,7. 
Therefore Jehovah exclaims, “I 
will ransom them from the power 
of the grave; I will redeem them 
from death: O death, I will be thy 
plagues; O grave, I will be thy de- 
struction.” Hos. 13:14. Then shall 
the weakest saint of God awake 
from the dust of the earth to sing. 
the triumphant song, “O death. 
where is thy sting? O grave, where 
is thy victory. Death is swallowed 
up in victory.” 1 Cor. 15:54, 55. 
The Miracle of Evolution 
One could but be amazed at the 
remarkable faith of the evolution- 
ists. They have a way of account- 
ing for all the miracle of nature, 
in the material universe as well as 
the creation of the animal king- 
dom, with man as a climax of that 
creation. Their faith, if it be called 
such, yet it is true that it is afte 
all a kind of false faith, consisting 
of a hypothesis of what is in their 
opinion the manner and means of 
the creation of all material things. 
If their theory were true it allows 
for all the miraculous things of the 
creation to happen that has hap- 
pened, yet coming from an entire- 
ly different source. The fact of the 
creation exists, and it is as mirac- 
ulous if it came by evolution as if 
by creation. If they can allow for 
all the miracle of creation whether 
by process of law or by force and 
from matter, it seems to me it 
would be just as easy to accept the 
idea of God’s miracle as to try to 
establish its origin from another 


source which must account for the. 


creation to be no less a miracle.The 
only thing they are _ ringfenced 
without hope, for since man’s 
years are all the while shortened 
and the creation growing physically 
weaker; if there be no resurrection 
then the evolutionists will all soon 
disappear along with their own 
theory. Degeneration is a proven 
fact, both from scripture as well a< 
from observation. The _ resurrec- 
tion of our Lord makespossiblethe 
renewing of the entire creation. 
For me it is a great deal easier to 
trust and to know that a loving 
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God is working for the renewing 
of the creation, than to think that 
the cold forces of matter or the 
laws of evolution could originate a 
solution out of chaos. These have 
so far put no check on the com- 
mon calamities of mankind. 
The Miracle of Education 

If education holds out unto man 
a promise of ever reaching eternal 
life or a state of perfection equiva- 
lent unto that promised through 
the resurrection of the dead, it 
must itself assume the same au- 
thority and power of becoming 
equivalent unto that of the omnip- 
otency of God as a creator. It must 
assume an equal responsibility for 
the power to transform by work- 
ing a miracle, the lives and physi- 
cal make-up of mankind if it offers 
any solution unto the ills of the 
human race. What is_ particularly 
interesting, but to be looked upon 
with dread and susp‘cion, is that 
education along with the theory of 
organic evolution purposes to as- 
sume all the responsibility fora 
miracle that must be true and ac- 
complish the idea and desire of 
mankind, that is promised by God 
Himself. If the task of evolution 
and education must equal that of 
God as a creator, it is just as easy 
to accept the teachings of Christ 
regarding the resurrection and 
salvation as a_ result of it, as it 
would be to accept either of the 
other classes here mentioned. The 
teachings of Christ present a love 
story filled with the loving kind- 
ness of our heavenly Father, as- 
suming all the responsibility for 
and working out our _ salvation. 
While on the other hand the the- 
ories of evolution and educationare 
void of love, void of hope from a 
practical standpoint and placed as 
a remote possibility, not for all 
mankind but for those who may 
chance to live in the day of remote 
possibility. For God’s sake, for the 
sake of mankind give us the “old 
Book” upon which there are thirty- 
two thousand promises to pillow 
our dying head. Education does not 
make men holy. Evolution doesn’t 
make men holy. They cannot save 
a man. The resurrection of Christ 
by process of regeneration makes 
men holy and fit for a spiritual and 
holy kingdom. 

He is Risen 

The angel pointed out the fact 
that Christ had “risen” from the 
dead. Out of the grip and power of 
the tomb He came a mighty vic- 
tor, a hero over death and hell. 
Risen out of death, into a new and 
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eternal life; what blest hope here 
borders upon the victory of Christ 
over the archenemy of mankind. 
Not only risen out of death, into 
life; but exalted and given a 
name which is above every name 
that is named. That at the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow, of 
things in heaven, and things in 
earth, and things under the earth; 
and that every tongue should con- 
fess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to 
the glory of God the Father.” Phil. 
2:9-11. “Wherefore he saith, When 
he ascended upon high, he led cap- 
tivity captive, and gave gifts unto 
men.” Eph. 4:8. “And having spoil- 
ed principalities and powers, he 
made a shew of them openly, tri- 
umphing over them in it.” Col. 
2:15. Who, “after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat 
down on the right hand of God.” 
Heb. 10:12; Eph. 1:20. ‘Far above 
all principality, and power, and 
might, and dominion, and every 
name that is named, not only in 
this world, but also in that which 
is to come.” Eph. 1:21. “And hath 
put all things under his feet, and 
gave him to be the head over all 
things to the church,” V. 22. “To 
the intent that now unto the prin- 
cipalities and powers in heavenly 
places might be known by the 
church the manifold wisdom of 
x70d.”’ Eph. 3:10. St. Peter adds: 
“Who is gone into heaven, and is 
on the right hand of God; angels 
and authorities and powers being 
made subject unto him.” 1 Pet. 3:22. 
In this high and exalted position 
St. Stephen beheld him, Acts 7:56. 
From Saul of Tarsus we also lear: 
some things of His heavenly au- 
thority and glory, Acts 9:3-6; 22: 
14. Lastly from St. John we have a 
graphic description of his heavenly 
glory and work mentioned in Rev. 
1:9-20; 5:5-14; 19:11-16.

Dear Evangel Readers: I am back 
in Mexico again after an absence 
of three months, during which time 
I have visited extensively through- 
out the territory assigned to my 
hands in the homeland. The Cali- 
fornia state convention was held 
during the time as _ the report 
shows. 

Arriving at the International 
Boundary Line I experienced no 
difficulty in securing my per- 
mit to enter the country. I left my 
car on the American side and con- 
tinued by train, as that method of 
travel is not only cheaper but sat- 
er when one is traveling alone. 

My first stop was in Nogaies, 
Sonora, just across the border. 
There I found the people rejoicing 
in the Savior’s love. Before board- 
ing the train for the interior I pur- 
chased a round-trip ticket. My 
first scheduled stop was at Santa 
Ana where I visited the folks and 
conducted services in one of their 
homes. 

When the time of my departure 
had arrived I was waiting at the 
depot with my luggage when the 
night express, the “El Costana” 
hove in sight as she came thunder- 
ing o’er the rails, around the curve, 
and across the bridge spanning the 
Oroya-dry wash, to the station. 
coming to a swift stop * with the 
screching of brakes. The dust, so 
common to the desert country, 
filled the air, and volume of 
strange voices arose as the crowd 
of natives rushed hither and thith- 
er getting on and off the train, 
some in their haste passing their 
baggage through the open win- 
dows of the cars. Others busied 
themselves sending hot coffee and 
lunches from the improvised eat- 
ing places set up on the _ station 
platform. But all this commotion 
was commonplace and was but a 
passing scene with me for my main 
concern was to get aboard the 
train and be seated for the con- 
tinued journey. This I succeeded in 
doing with ticket in hand. By this 
time we were under way, leaving 
the station in the distance and as 
the train gained speed the con- 


ductor’s familiar cry was heard, 
“Boletos, Boletos,” tickets, tickets. 
Reaching for my ticket in my in- 
side coat pocket to my utter sur- 
prise I discovered that the first 
conductor had failed to properly 
punch the same in the space pro- 
vided for in the case of a stop-over. 
Although I made it as plain to him 
as I could in my imperfect Span- 
ish, this conductor informed me 
that my ticket had been rendered 
invalid by stopping over, and could 
not be used for the rest of the trip. 
So rather than create any con- 
fusion or misunderstanding and at 
the risk of being forced off the 
train, I told him to stop for me and 
I would get off and walked back 
to the station. The kindly disposed 
agent wired to the headquarters in 
Juadalajara, Jalisco, one thousand 
miles away, in an effort to have 
my ticket validated. 

I waited for twenty-four hours 
without any reply and as it was 
about time for another train—a 
mixed freightand passenger—toar- 
rive, I went across the hill—back 
side of an old cemetery to pray in 
the midst of the ocotillas. It was 
then the Lord began to deal with 
me and show me the object lesson 
to be learned in missing the train; 
the which I will give in brief here- 
after. As the train time drew near- 
er with no answer in sight, I again 
packed up my baggage and went 
to the station. Upon arrival of the 
train I explained my position to the 
next conductor’ before going 
aboard the train. He was a nice 
sort of fellow and said “You have 
paid your fare, why not ride? Get 
aboard. I'll pass you up on that 
ticket.” So I am here in Hermosil- 
lo, which means, “little beauty.” 

I am being royally entertained 
in the home of Senor Luis Pelaez, 
a brother-in-law of Sister Atkin- 
son. They are quartered in the old 
Chinese chamber of commerce 
building, which is very beautiful 
and spacious. Both he and his wife 
are very hospitable and spare nei- 
ther time nor money in effort to 
make one feel welcome and com- 
fortable. Brother Latimer and 
party will remember being quarter- 
ed here over night on two occa- 
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sions, when Brothers Boehmer and : 


Whittington were along. This is 
the capitol of the. State of Sonora 
and a very beautiful little city.. It 
is prosperous considering the times 
in which we live. There are a num- 
ber of Protestant believers in and 
about the city who are interested 
in the Church of God. I am trying 
to see what, if anything, can be 
done to corral them, 

The reports show the new 
church in Mazatlan, Sinaloa is 
growing. They are making an ef- 
fort to get money for a church 
building. The last report Sister At- 
kinson was in services in Mexico 
City, the capitol of the Republic. 
The Pentecostal people there have 
a temple seating over five thou- 
sand people and if I mistake not 
cost $75,000.00 to build. She thinks 
we may interest them in the 
Church of God. 

Now about the lesson learned in 
missing the train. It came to me 
this way. Many people who have 
started out with the Lord stopped 
over at some “worldly town” to in- 
vestigate some place or thing—be- 
came weary with the journey and 
fell asleep spiritually, and as the 
train whistled for the station they 
awoke and approached with their 
tickets in their hand, but found 
that no stop-overs were granted 
and so were left behind. I thought 
of the five wise and the five foolish 
virgins mentioned in the Bible, 
when the cry cafe forth, “Behold 
the bridegroom cometh.” By stop- 
ping over I had to ride on the mix- 
ed train where all orders of God’s 
creation may ride, both man and 
beast. 

We made it all right but not very 
‘good riding. I had a ticket for the 
round trip on the passenger, had I 
observed the rules more closely. 
Likewise we have a round trip 
ticket or pass to Heaven purchased 
through Jesus’ precious blood. Let 
us not get off the train but aid 
others in getting on. They who fail 
to make the rapture may take it 
up with headquarters in Heaven 
and come later by mixed train, 
bearing representatives of every 
kindred tongue and nation up thru 
the great tribulation. But all those 
taking passage this way will lose 
their heads as it will be necessary 
to go to the chopping block in that 
case, and I am afraid but few will 
be able to make it through then, 
as it will take more grace to die for 
the Lord than to live for Him. But 
why travel that way when we can 
go first class and lead the parade? 
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Yes, a round trip to Heaven is pro- 
vided. We can come back with 
Christ and His saints to reign a 
thousand years when the Marriage 
Supper in the skies is over. Her- 
mosillo means “little beauty’ but 
not so with Heaven, on the. con- 
trary it will be so great it is inesti- 
mable. When there is to be an ex- 
cursion to some interesting place 
the railroads advertise in advance 
and try to get all the passengers 
possible to go. It is up to us, as the 
Church of God to advertise this 
heavenly excusion by getting the 
news out to the lost nations. It is 
also like, or in fact is, a great war- 
fare for God as we go forth to the 
fray. In the army they have the 
different ranks and files, for in- 
stance, front rank and rear rank, 
soldiers supplemented by file-clos- 
eis and super-numeraries. Those 
from the rear fill up the ranks at 
the front when their comrades in 
battle fall. Some of us occupy posi- 
tions as home or national guards 
while others rush the front line 
trenches in the thick of battle. 
Some of us will go out feet fore- 
most by way of the grave should 
He tarry, but what’s the differ- 
ence? It will only serve as a short 
cut to glory but “The dead in 
Christ shall rise first.” 

I could say more but will bid you

paradise and there be pianted to- 
gether in God’s presence to bloom 
forever (“will not cease’), and 
subsist from the river of life which 
proceeds from God’s throne and 
from the glory of His eternal face 
and of the Lamb. 

Remember Me 

Job 14:13, “‘O that thou wouldest 
hide me in the grave, that thou 
wouldest keep me secret, until thy 
wrath be past, that thou wouldest 
appoint me a set time, and RE- 
MEMBER ME!” Job was willing to 
die and be placed in the grave if 
the Lord would only set a time and 
remember him. What did he have 
reference to when he said, “Re- 
member me’? He had reference to 
being redeemed from the grave, or 
the resurrection. How sad it would 
be when we are forced to carry our 
loved ones to the silent city of the 
dead and there plant them in their 
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graves, if we had no hope of them 
being remembered by a resurrec- 
tion of God. The reason Job was 
so careful not to sin against God 
was that he wanted Him to re- 
member him with a resurrection. 
When asked by his wife to curse 
God, his reply was, “Thou speak- 
est as one of the foolish women. 
What? Shall we receive good at 
the hand of God,” if we curse 
Him? If he did so he could not ex- 
pect God to remember him, but he 
patiently said, “He knoweth the 
way I take: when he hath tried me, 
I shall come forth as gold.” 

Paul states in 1 Cor. 15:32, “If 
the dead rise not? let us eat and 
drink; for to morrow we die.” The 
thought with Paul is if there be no 
resurrection of the dead then we 
may enjoy the things of this world 
or that which the flesh lusts after, 


‘or in other words, what Moses call- 


ed the pleasures of sin. Heb. 11:25. 
But inasmuch as there will be a 
resurrection of the dead and a life 
in the world to come, we need to 
be careful in what we do and say, 
that we may be remembered in the 
morning of the resurrection. 
Christ Arose Again 

When the women came to the 
grave seeking for their Lord, the 
angel proclaimed, ‘‘He is not here: 
for he is risen as he said. Come see 
the place where the Lord lay.” Al- 
though the soldiers were placed 
there at the command of the gov- 
ernor to watch and guard His 
grave, that no one might steal His 
body away, yet when the appoint- 
ed time came He arose and came 
forth victorious, broke the seals of 
the governor asunder. 1 Thess. 4: 
14, “For if we believe that Jesus 
died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God 
bring with him.” Now if we believe 
that Jesus did die and rose again. 
and lives,according to His Word, we 
shall surely live again after death. 
What a glorious life that will be. 
Rom. 8:18, “For I reckon that the 
sufferings of this present time are 
not worthy to be compared with 
the glory which shall be revealed 
in us.” So let us be faithful and 
careful that we might attain unto 
the resurrection of the dead. Amen.

THE CHILD AND THE KINGDOM 


TEXT: Matt. 18:1-6, 12-14; 19: 13-15. — MEMORY VERSE: Matt. 18:4. 
TIME: Summer or early fall of A. D. 29. — PLACE: Capernaum. 


GOLDEN TEXT: Suffer the little children, and forbid them not, to come unto 
me: for of such is the kingdom of heaven.—Matt. 19:14. 
LEADING THOUGHT: The importance of reaching that simple place of mind 


and heart is the thought of our lesson. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 

Vv. 1. “At the same time came the dis- 
ciples unto Jesus.” A reference to the 
time when Jesus provided the tribute 
money by special miracle, from the 
mouth of a fish caught by St. Peter. 
“Saying, Who is the greatest in the king- 
dom of heaven?” From Mark 9:33, 34 we 
learn that the disciples returning frome 
the Mount of Transfiguration had dis- 
puted among themselves who would be 
the greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 
The evidence points to the fact that they 
little understood the nature of the king- 
dom which Christ was about to set up. 
They had overlooked His death, the pur- 
pose of which was to provide an atone- 
ment for sin. 
JESUS ILLUSTRATING THE KINGDOM 


Vv. 2. “And Jesus called a little child 
unto him.” Possibly the child of one of 
the disciples. “A tradition mentioned by 
Nicephorus (history Eccl. 2:35) asserts 
that this child was the famous martyr 
Ignatius.” “And set him in the midst of 
them.” The presence of an innocent, un- 
selfish child placed in their midst imme- 
diately afforded the strongest rebuke to 
angry and selfish aspirants. Mark says 
Jesus took the child in His arms, thus 
affording an example of the law of love 
of His kingdom, also an insistence of 
their trustfulness and submission untuv 
His tender care. 


V. 3. “And said, Verily I say unto 
you.” Verily means truly or amen. When 
thus used it placed special emphasis up- 
on what was to follow. “Except ye be 
converted.” That is, turn from your proud, 
ambitious thoughts of worldly dignity 
and self-seeking. They had shown rivalry, 
jealousy and personal ambition. Convert 
means to turn squarely around. Their 
nature must be reversed to the trustful- 
ness and humility as shown in the little 
child. “And become as little children.” 
The special] attributes of children are hu- 
mility, unworldliness, simplicity and 
teachableness, the very opposite of self- 
seeking, worldliness, distrust and con- 
ceit. “Ye shall not enter into the king- 
dom of heaven.” The kingdom of heaven 
referred to here doesn’t mean a state of 
glory but refers to the spiritual realm of 
the church-state as opposed to the self- 
life. The kingdom of heaven is the per- 
fection and final development of that 
spiritual state. 


JESUS TEACHES HUMILITY 

Vv. 4. “Whosoever therefore shall hum- 
ble himself.” This phrase gives direct an- 
swer to the apostles’ question, not limit- 
ing its privileges to a few special ones 
but to all those who humble themselves. 
The first requisite as shown in the Ser- 
mon on the Mount was, “Blessed are the 
poor (or humble) in spirit,” as opposed 
to the proud and selfish efficient spirit. 
“As this little child.” A direct reference 
to the simplicity of its heart. A child al- 
ways presents, if properly tutored, a 
teachable spirit and an openness of mina. 
“The same is greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven.” The more the professed Chris- 
tian or the aspirant to the kingdom of 
heaven annihilates self and casts away 
pride, conceit, obstinacy, the more espe- 
cially suited are they to become a living 
member of Christ’s kingdom. 

Vv. 5. “And whoso shall receive one 
such little child in my name _ receiveth 
me.” Reception of a little child or one 
coming in the name of Christ includes the 
showing of tender affection, extending 
material succor, hospitality, shelter, etc., 
as well as bestowal of help and support 
in spiritual things. It also includes en- 
couragement in holiness and instruction 
in divine things. The above responsibility 
is especially enjoined upon Christians 
and Christian workers in receiving Chris- 
tian fellows. It also includes the unsaved, 
the manner in which we are to receive 
the unsaved if we are to win them for 
Christ. 

WARNING AGAINST OFFENCES 


Vv. 6. “But whoso shall offend one of 
these little ones which believe in me.” 
That is, cause to stumble or give an oc- 
casion for their fall either in faith or 
morals, generally done by setting evil ex- 
ample or teaching them to sin or sneer- 
ing at piety. “It were better for him that 
a millstone were hanged about his neck, 
and that he were drowned in the depths 
of the sea.” The crime specified of offend- 
ing a Christian is so heinous that a man 
had better incur the most certain and 
violent death that if by means of it he 
may avoid sin and save the soul of some 
one else. There were two millstones; the 
upper one was turned by hand. Possibly 
this one was meant. Drowning was a com- 
mon penalty for crimes committed among 
Romans, Greeks, and Syrians. This pun- 
ishment was reserved for the greatest of 
criminals. Thus Christ points to offend- 
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ing a. believer as being the greatest: pos- 
sible crime. 7 
PARABLE OF THE SEEKING SHEP.- : 
HERD . 
Matt. 18:12-14. 

V. 12. “How think ye?” Rather, whar 
think ye? Christ as a teacher put His 
disciples thinking before He presented 
His parable. “If a man have an hundred 
sheep.” That is, a large flock, but not 
too large for the shepherd to have full 
knowledge of them in that he detects the 
loss of a single one. In the event of loss 
the shepherd regards only the danger and 
possible destruction of the wanderer. “And 
one of them be gone astray.” It becomes 
the immediate object of his love and pity. 
“Doth he not leave the ninety and nine.” 
That is if the shepherd is to conduct the 
search in person, in which case the nine- 
ty and nine would be placed on proba- 
tion. Both features are represented in 
Christ coming to earth to seek and to 
save the lost. “And goeth into the moun- 
tains.” A reference to the toil, strain ana 
hardship on the part of the shepherd. 
Contrast the agonies of death, etc. “And 
seeketh that which is gone astray.” The 
lost sheep would not return of itself nor 
was it possible for mankind to return 
without the gulf of the fall caused by sin 
being bridged by divine nature and the 
creature wooed back into divine favor in- 
to the fold through divine love. 

Vv. 13. “And if so be that he find it.” 
The search may prove fruitless, in which 
case the shepherd is not rewarded. Man’s 
perverse nature makes him oftentimes 
resentful of Christ’s salvation. “Verily I 
say unto you.” An emphasis regarding 
the triumph of love. “He rejoiceth more 
of that sheep.” All the healthy children 
of the home may be forgotten of a moth- 
er’s love temporarily while she nourishes 
and cares for an afflicted child through a 
long malady. “Than of the ninety and 
nine which went not astray.” Love re- 
gards not the unity of that which it holds 
in its possession while it struggles against 
loss of others. It does particularly exalt 
itself in holding its entire possession in 
a state of love after winning in conflict 
which threatens its unity. Such should be 
the effort of every pastor toward his 
flock and every father and mother toward 
their children. 

V. 14. “Even so.” A summary of what 
had been said. Contrast of the earthly 
shepherd and that of the heavenly Shep- 
herd. “It is not the will of your Father 
which is in heaven.” To scandalize or 
offend one of God’s little ones by leading 
them into sin, thus causing them to per- 
ish, is to fight against God’s will, who 
desires to have all men to be saved, 1 Tim. 
2:4. “That one of these little ones should 
nerish.” To prevent them from perishing 
was the object of God’s gift, John 3:16. 
JESUS BLESSING LITTLE CHILDREN 

; Matt. 19:13-15 

Vv. 13. “Then there were brought un- 
to him little children, that he should put 
his hands on them, and pray.” Christ 
had blessed the offices of marriage and 
companionship, Matt. 19:3, 10. He now 
blessed the fruits of marriage. “It was 
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a custom among the Jews to bring their 
infants to the synagogue that they might 
receive prayers and blessings: of the Rab- 
bis or holy men.” For this reason they 
were brought to Christ in continuation 
of former practices. See Luke 2:25, 28: 
Gen. 48:14; Num. 27:23; Acts 6:5; Acts 
13:3..It was a kind of blessing and or- 
dainment to eternal life, Acts. 13:48. See 
also Acts 2:39; Acts 16:31. Such was in 
harmony with God’s promises unto Abra- 
ham: as the covenant was made between 
God, and Abraham and his seed. “Ana 
the disciples rebuked them.” That is, 
those who brought them. Either they did 
not understand the purpose of it or 
thought that it was beneath Christ’s dig- 
nity or a waste Of precious time. Their 
imperfect faith could not comprehend 
the blessings and _ spiritual good that 
might proceed from the imposition of 
Christ’s hands. 

V.-14. “But Jesus said.” Perhaps re- 
sentful of the disciples intruding into 
sacred offices, but at the same time ex- 
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tending a glad welcome to the children 
to come. “Suffer little children, and for- 
bid them not, to come unto me.” He 
speaks as if they were ready for presen- 
tation for spiritual blessings and as if 
they would come if they were not hin- 
dered. “For of such is the kingdom of 
heaven.” That is, such as are innocent, 
pure, simple and obedient as little chil- 
dren. It is not age that fits us for the 
kingdom of heaven, but disposition and 
character. 

V. 15. “And he laid his hands on them.” 
He was not influenced by the objection 
of His disciples. St. Mark says He took 
them up into His arms, put His hands 
on them and blessed them. The children 
required nothing but blessing. The hard- 
ened hearts of the Pharisees and sinners 
needed much preaching and many mir. 
acles wrought to prepare them for the 
work of faith that the little child might 
immediately . receive. “And departea 
thence.” That is, departed from Perea, 
journeying toward Jerusalem.
